NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Jan| 4.—Peter 
J: MacSwiney of New York, brother of 
the late Terence MacSwiney, Lord Mayor 
of Cork, and Daniel O'Callaghan, presént 
Lord Mayor of Cork, arrived in this) 
port tonight'as stowaways onthe Ameri- 
can steamer West Cannon, from Cork, 

Immediately upon arrival ef the Weat 
‘Cannon immigration authorities 
covered the two men on board, and, 
disregarding the claims of their identity, 
had them placed in jail pending investi- 
gation. MacSwiney carried a passport, 
viséd by an American Consul, and could 
have made the trip openly, but those 
rather. to stow away witht Lord Mayor 
O'Callaghan. Upon showing his pasg- 
port, MacSwiney was released and the 
Lord. Mayor ‘was freed as Soon as 
the authorities arrived. __ 

The Lord. Mayor took up his’ residence 
for the time at a hotel, refusing to dis- 
cuss any details of his visit. According 
to -MacSwiney, however, O'Callaghan is 
in this country at the invitation. of the 
unofficial Committee: of One Hundred 
at Washington investigating the Irish 
situation. O'’Callaghay is under guard 
furnished by immigration officilalg. 

‘The British would not allow. the 
Lord Mayor to visit America, and_he 
stowed ‘away on the steamer,’’ Mac- 
Swiney stated. ‘‘I could have come 
back as a passenger, but preferred to 
make the trip with him, as I now pre- 
fer to remain at his side while he is be-, 
ing detained.”’ 

‘‘I don’t wish to be eanaulenad dis- 
courteous to the press,’’ the Lord Mayor 
said/when seen in jail, ‘‘ but I prefer to 
say nothing until I have had my status 
defined by the proper aythorities.’’ 

‘Cork was in flames when we left 
there,’”’:MacSwiney said. ‘‘ Women and 
childrén were being shot and robbed 
along with the men. ‘The British are 
trying to make the world believe the 
Protestants and Catholics of Ireland are 
responsible for the trouble.- There is 
not a word-of truth in it. In nearly“the 
whole of Ireland the people live togther 
harmoniously, and there would be no 
trouble were it not for the English.’’ 

Terence MuacSwiney, the late Lord 
Mayor of Cork, did not sleep in his bed

his death, according to. his brother, who 
suid: ‘The present Lord Mayor has 
been in the same fix for months. My 
brother was not safe, and Mr. O’Calla- 
ghan is net safe.’ 

Lord Mayor O'Callaghan was present 
when MacSwiney described his experi- 
ences, and did not deny the latter’s 
statement that he had come to this 
country to testify before the Villard 
Committee. 

Relating how he reached Ireland’ a 
few weeks before his brother's death, 
MacSwiney said that he stowed away 
on @ ship at ‘New York.- 

‘“T did not care how I got there,’’ he 
said. ‘I simply wahted to..'see Ter- 
rence. When I got, there I received this 
passport from the United States Govern- 
ment, 1. could have. come back as a 
passenger, but the Lord Mayor had been 
invited to testify in this country and I 
came in order:to help him it he needed 
help and J could render it.’’ 

When asked: how he was treated by 
the British, he said: 

‘It was*about as I expected. I was 
not. attacked on the streets of London. 
The funeral of my brother was ore of 
‘the most impressive ‘scenes of ‘my life.’’

P. M. on Deo. 14 and during Deg, 15 
and 16 they wete lost in the bush and 
gave up hope of reaching civilization. 
Fortunately on Dec. 17 they camé to 
the Moose River and found tracks, 
Later they caught up with an Indian; 
Tom Marks, who was out hunting, but 
was evidently afraid of the unjforms, 
with one of the three walking. in his 
underwear. 

Absence of severe. frost’ saved them 
from perishing.’ They had eaten two 
fof their three pigeons an@ when they 
arrived” at Moose Factory they were 
cared for by the Hudson Bay Company’s 
people and soon recovéred from ‘their 
privations and hardships. 

A trip was made to recover the bal- 
loon, but-.it was unsuccessful, and an- 
;other trip was to be made before leav- 
{ing on Dec. 26 by dog team for Coch- 
rane, where they are expected to arrive 
at the end of this week. 

A letter from the Anglican Win.

!dated Dec, 22, ‘states that they could 
not have stayed up in ‘the air much 
longer than a few hours, as they had 
already thrown out most of their things, 
and. were anxiously looking for some 
habitation.

Submarine Signals Steer Craft in 
Spithead Demonstration.

LONDON, Jan. 4.—Navigation of ships 
by means of sound signals from a cable 
laid at the bottom of the sea was dem- 
onstrated at Spitheéad today in the pres- 
ence of a number of‘naval attachés, who 
accepted the invitation of the Admiralty. 

The cable, which is similar to that 
used experimentally in American waters, 
is seventeen miles long, and has been 
laid for more than a-year. It is now 
regarded as a permanent addition to 
the navigation facilities. of .the Ports- 
mouth system. - 

The British naval invention was first 
used during the war, and now, owing to 
its great value to the mercantile marine, 
the -Admiralty has made a general dis- 
closure of the principles upon which it 
worked. ’ 

During the experiments excellent re- 
sults were obtained, and_ the. tests 
showed that the cable could be effective 
up to forty nautical miles. 


WOULD STOP RECRUITING.

It 
takes but ’a second for a Judge to say 
eight or twelve years, but the idea in 
the Judge’s mind should be to put the 
defendant away for just so long a time 
as it is necessary to fit him to come 
back to society. 

‘The great step forward, I believe, 
would \be to sentence a man to_prison 
not for a definite term, put‘ to keep 
him there until he is fit to come back to 
society.’’ 

Judgé-Wadhams’s last official act was 
to suspend sentence on Anthony De Leo, 
&-chauffeur Of 97 Fortieth Street, Co- 
rona, Queens,. who pleaded guilty to the 
theft on July 29 of silk valued at $2,000 
from Morse Attie of 54 Canal Street. 
The Judge said he had suspended sen- 
tence in_1,891 cases in seven years and 
that omly 117 of the men returned to 
criminal pursuits.

satisfaction to the sporting public of our State. “It will be easy to convict him 
of this charge, and I know of no better co-prosecutor than 'your distinguished 
self. I am sure you'will be glad to join with me in arranging some proper and, 
I hope, adequate, form of recognition of this great public benefactor and’ lover of 
clean and manly sports, William A. Gavin.

LABOR, SOCIETY AND THE LAW. 
The Sherman Anti-Trust law was en- 
acted to prevent or punish restraint of 
trade by capital, but upon administra- 
tion it was discovered that it was 
directed against conduct so unréason- 
able as to be immoral, and therefore 
contrary to the interests of society, 
whether done by labor or capital. The 
Clayton law is an’amendment to the 





apply to labor as the parent law was 
intended to apply to capital, but with 
a difference. The Sherman law was} 
designed to create a ¢rime, but. the- 
amendment was designed to make 


crime lawful if done in the interest. of } 


labor. The argument sustaining the 
Clayton amendment is that the aims of 
labor aré so benevolent and humane 
that whatever labor does is ~lawful. 
The interpretation of the Suprémé 
Court is that, ‘under the Clayton| 
amendment, labor may do whatever is 
lawful, but may not any more than 
capital be’excused or justified in‘ con- 
duct so uhteasonable as to be immoral, 
and therefore anti-social. 

The Sherman law and the Clayton 
amendment are both the law, but both 
are to be censtrued by the rule of, 
reasén. The secondary boycott is un- 
lawful when practiced by labor, the 
Clayton” amendment to the contrary 
notwithstdnding, because it is not hu- 
mane nor benevolent, and therefore not 
within the reason of the affiendment 
of the intention of Congress in enact- 
ing it. To bring the acts of labor 
within the amendment they must re- 
late to ‘* particular industria® contro- 
versies, not a general class war.’’ It 
would do violénce to the guarded‘ lan- 
guage employed if it were to be under- 
stood that ‘‘ the exemption extended 
‘‘ beyond the parties affected in a 
* proximate and substantial, not mere- 
“ly a sentimental ‘of sympathetic, 
 sénse by the cause of dispute.” __ 

Only eleven strikers were affected in 
@ proximate.and substantial sense. On 
this small exouse arose a'boycott by 
60,000. They conducted aggressive 
nation-wide industrial warfare on the’ 
interstate trade of their émployérs. 
They used threats against the custom- 
ers of the boycotted firm, embroiling 
‘them with their workers, althoteh 
there were ‘no differerices between 
them, They threatened those who 
bought from the employers ‘@f the 
eleven strikers, and they impeded thew 
erection or use of their machinery, 
The underlying cause .of. the dispute 
was that the,union behind the strikers 
was. resolved upon the closed shop, and 
that the boycotted firm was resolved 
against it, If such acts could be done 
in this case,. they could be done. in 
‘others, and thére weuld be a: general 
jclass war based on a ‘sentimefital or 
=| sympathetic, mogyement,. and not: con* 
‘nected with immedia’ conditions of 
employment,. “Six Judges Were’ uh- 
able to believe that Congress intended 
te confer general immunity for.con- 
duct violative of thé anti-trust tawe,’” 
Three Judges thought that the 60,000 
merely acted in self-defense, and that 
their union, had a-right to prévent 
work by its members on products of 
which the ‘eleven. had sought wh pre-.

TION. 

Truth, which of old was said to hige 

in a well, is nowadays more: ofteri 'to 

be fouhd ina twilight zoné_betwéen 

opposing propagandas.  Unquestion- 

ably there ‘has been an element of ex- 


aggeration in the statements issued 
‘from Ellis Island and from the Com- 


mittees on Immigration in Congress. 
However many the millions who are’ 
intending to come from Central Eu- 
rope, the capacity of transatlantic 
liners is strictly limited; and though 
they include many who aré Aimde- 
“Sirable as American citizéns, the laws 
already in: force give ample warrant 
for their exclusion. Yet the opposing 
statements, issued by the Inter-racial 
Council and by the Merchants’ Asso- 
_ciation dré subject to a similar dis- 
count. / 

It is true that for many months fol- 
lowing the war the total of immigration 
was largely offset by an emigration of 
foreign workers. For the year ending 
with last’ June the net gain in our 
alien population of Wales’ was only |. 
9,887. But the very figures whith the 
Inter- racial Council présents show that 
this situation was abnormal. and is 
passing. Of late the total of immigra- 
tion -has been increasing rapidly and 
the. total of emigration almost as 
rgpidly decreasing. For the five 
months ending with last November, 
the net (not total) {mmigration was 


201,854, or at the rate of 699,240 for H 


twelve months. In all_-our past history 


the total (not net) of immigration|/;. . 


has. exceeded this figure onty twelve 
times. 

The latest available totals, for last 
October and November, were 101,000 
and. 102,000, respectively; or at the 
rate of 1,224,000..for twelvg months. 
This figure has been exceeded only. 
once, in 1907, when ‘the total immis 
gration * was 1,285,349. Already we 
are in a period of widespread’ unem- 
ployment and of drastic-wage cuts; 
already the lack of efficient» Ameri- 
canization presents probléms and dan- 
gers beyond anything we have éver 
know#. Yet by the Inter-racial Coun- 
cil’s own. showitig we are confronted 

y a volume of immigration which is 
approaching the matimurh. 

Granting that our present laws, if 
énforced, are sufficient, the fact re- 
m@ins that they ‘are not enforced, and 
the presumption is, to say the least, 
that they are not: really enforceable. 
According to statuté, all immigrants 
who have serious mental, moral, phys- 
Acal, political, economic or educa- 
tional disabilities shall be. debarred. 
But only a few of thesé disabilfties are 
self-evident.’

“Wild Flower Sanctuaries,” 
To the Editor of The New York Times: | 

In an effort to prevent the threatened 
extermination of many of our conspicuously 
beautiful wild flowers, the Garden Club of 
America is urging owners of covfitry places 
ta establish ‘' Wild Flower. Sanctuaries’ 
where the kinds that are most th danger 
of extinction may be established in con- 
genial locations and left to propagate. and 
care for themselves. 

Any one with a bit of woodland, a boggy 
pasture or meadow, a rocky hillside, or any 
shaded spot, may ‘have such a sanctuary. 
Unlike the garden flowers, our wildings re- 
auire little preparation of the ground and 
ho after-cultivation. Once planted in the 
tight. soil and éxposure they, soon become 
perfectly at home and will increase natur- 
aliPyfrom year. {fo year. Many kinds may 
be transplanted from their natural haunts; 
mafy, particularly of the rarér kinds, may 
be procured from hurgerymen. 

It our motoring jadmirers of wild flowers 
would content thetmgelves with picking or 
cutting the blossoms and: would take aye 
not to yank the plants up by the roviss. they 
‘would do lttle damage, as perhaps v0 per 
cent. of the. kinds. most in evidence. are 
perennials. The fringed gentian is almost 
the only exception; its flowers should be 
scrupulously left alone, in order that. the 
seed, its only~means of présérvation, may 
have apperigtity to -ripens.

Railroad built and. it gave me what 
it. considered a very favorable: ‘con- 
cession, charter, permit, franchise,-or 
whatever you choose to call it, bit 
never for a moment did it forget to 
protect Mexico and the Menican in- 
terests. 

To illustrate: I first: had to purchase 
a large block of Mexican Government 
bonds and deposit ‘them with the Gov- 
ernment as a guatantee that I’ would 
fulfill my part of the concession. Sec- 
ond, I had to agréé td employ ndth- 
but. Mexicans for dll the common labor 
while constructing the road, fnd whernjf 
completed and in operation I was fur- 
ther obliged to use at least one-third of 
Mexicans in operating the road, so that 
ultimately the, Mexicans would be able 
to operate-the road without any outside 
assistance. Other clauses in-my conces- 
sion, to safeguard the Mexican inter- 
ests, Were as follows: 

“ Article 2. The gauge of the main’ 
line between the outside flangés of the 
rails shall be 4 feet 814 inches, but the 
third rail may be laid the company 
considers it desirable in order that it 
may connect its tracks with others of 
narrower gauge. ’ 

“ Article 7. -The company -will pay 
monthly into the treasury ofthe De- 
partment of Communications and Public 
Works; at once and ‘se long as the con- } 
struction of the line and branch line 
lasts, a sum of $500 for the technical 
and. administrative inspection of the 
railroad; and. once the construejion is 
completed the monthly payment t6 ‘be 
made by the company for the sarhe ob-| 
ject Stall be $700 per month for the en- 
tire term of the concéssion.”’ 

T will not take up too much of-your 
valuable space with thé-exact cépy’-of 
the various @?ticles, but they dictated 
the. weight of the rail, the curvature, 
and gradés, that I should use. They 
also agreéd upon a tariff rate, but-in- 
serted @ clausé to thé effect that all 
Government troops and Governmént 
supplies should be transported at one- 
‘halt the regular tariff rate, and last, 
but not least, a clause-in the concession 
to the effect. that at the expiration of 
ninéty years the said Pan-American 
Railroad should revert to and bécome 
the absolute property ef the Mexican 
Government, without cost. -A similar 
clause“ to thé last mentioned was. in 
every Concéssion which edme under my 
observance; they variéd only as to the 
time of expiratiqn. One! concéssion for 
an electric company expired at the end 
of-sixty-five. years. 

Much is being said-about ofl conces- 
sions. I have no knowledge of the 
present so-called concessions. However, 
din the. early days of oil. prospecting in 
Mexico I am positive that an acquaint- 
ance of mine bought outright much of 
the tana on which “he thought there 
might be ofl; sorhétimes he took long- 
term leases on which in some cases he 
had to pay séeveraMyears’ rent in ad- 
vance, and<in other instances he paid 
rent annually, but in-every transaction 
he’ paid, either by purchase or rent, and 
yet that was called an: oil concession. 

Please do not gét the impréssion that 
T am disgruntled, because such is not 
the case. I received a square déal from 
President Diaz and the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, and, while I endured marty 
hardships, I enjoyed eVery moment of 
my stay ‘there and grew to be very fond 
of the people. & 

In conclusion, I wish-to emphasize 
that the word ‘‘ concesssion ’ as I found 
it used in Mexico, appliéd to any agrée- | ceed 
ment, contract, transfer or franchise, 
and not @ grant of land, a monopoly of 
some, atticle of merchandise or favor 
granted by the Government, as Mr. 
Crowell g# ably expressed it.. Moreover, 
I have never known of any concession 
being issued by the Mexican Govern- 
mé@at as & gift or under duress; but 
there’ was ever thé view of benefiting 
Mexico, which, by the way, I heartily 
approve, WALTSR EVERETT.

Blue 
and white porcelains will be sold today, 


CONQUERED ECUADOR FEVER 


Dr. Connor Reports Disease at End 
After Many Efforts. 


After flourishing for 179 years, yellow 
fever, the dread: disease of the tropics, 
has been eradicated in Eeuador.. This 
dvas disclosed yesterday in a lecture 
which Dr. M. E. Connor of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation delivered at the Post- 
Graduate Medical School and Hospital, 
Second Avenue and Twentieth Street. 

Dr. Connor, representing the founda- 
tion, went to uador in November, 
1918, and although the work. of elimin- 
ating the disease virtually was compine 
six. months lat yt pe remained on the job 
until several ks ago. The American 
physician received a vote of thanks from 
the Ecuadorian Congress and was hon- 
ored by scientific and civic organizations. 
It was announced that he soon would 
leave for Mexico to clean up ‘the-fever in 
the State of Yucatan. 

‘That yellow fever has been elim- 
inated from Ecuador I am as certain’ as 
I am that we are gathered here’ today,’* 
Dr. Connor said, ‘‘ and to’ occur again 
it will’ be necessary to introduce .not 
one, but several, cases from some focus 
outside the country. That this will not 
occur I am equally certain, as the near- 
est focus is in far off Yucatan, and 
there is no commerce between Mexico 
and Ecuador and, further, the reduc- 
tion of the stegomyia mosquito will be 
continued under the able direction of 
Dr. Leon Becerra, Director of the San- 
itary Department’ of Ecuador.”

‘Bandler, President of the Manufac~ 
turers’ Association, last week, that the 
local manufacturers would be able. to 
guarantee Spring deliveries in any quan- 
tities at reduceé prices, and agrees with 
the avowed policy of the association to 
have no further dealings with the Amal- 
gamated as‘it is at present constituted. 

The union, on the other hand, re- 
vealed that it had purchased a whole- 
sale co-operative store, from which sup- 
plies would be furnished to needy cloth- 
ing unionists during the fight, which 
the: union expects will be a long one. 
Mr. Hillman declined’ to state where 
the store would be situated. He said, 
however, that experts in distribution 
would be called in to manage it. 

According to a brief statement by 
the manufacturers, which did not an- 
nounce the price paid for the Baumann 
‘plant, and hinted at the opening up of 
* additional factories,’’ the Springfield 
plants cover 100,000 square feet, ahd are 
equipped with most modern. machinery 
and improvements for the manufacture 
of clothing. 

“These plants have an average ca- 


pacity of 60,000 garments per week,’’ 


the statement went on, ‘' There are 
available enough skilled workers in the 
city of Springfield to immediately oper- 
ate thése plants to full capacity. The 
association has arranged for the opening 
up and continuance in. operation of 
these plants for the benefit only of mem- 
bers of the association. ‘ 

‘The Chamber’ of Commerce of the 
City of Springfield has pledged to the 
members of the. association its fullest 
co-operation, with the ultimate ohier in 
view of making the City of Springfield 
one of the largest 100 per cent American 
clothing centres.

Slump in Foreign Demand and 
Shrinkage in Mill Orders
